of their hyghnes mony and copgne, and to v no lytle impoueriſhyng of the Realme, # maze is lyke day- 
lye to be, onleſſe ſome ſpedy remedy be pꝛouyded in that behalke. Their Maieſties therekoꝛe, not onelye 
tenderyng the wealth ofthis their ſayde Realme, and their loupng ſubiectes, ofthe ſame, but alſo to 
pꝛouyde remeDye herein by this their highnes pꝛoclamation, Strapghely charge and commaund that * 
no manner okperſon oꝛperſones, whatſoeuer he oꝛthey be, Doo from hence forth buy oꝛſell anye maner | 
of money o2cotgne,ofth's Nealme, oꝛ curraunt within the ſa ne, vy what name lo euer it be called, at 02 
foꝛ any other pꝛyte oꝛ value, then the ſame is valued, rated, and curraunt by the lawes ſtatutes oꝛ pꝛo⸗ 
clamations of this Realme, noꝛ melte any ofthe ſayde monyes , oꝛ coygnes, vpon payne oktheir Male 
ſtics indignation, and high diſpleaſure. And that aſwell the melter as the buyer and ſeller of ſuche mo. 
nyc oꝛ coygne, ſhall foꝛfeyte the ſame monye and coygne, fo boughte,ſolde,oz melted , and to ſuffer im 
lonment okhis oꝛtheir bodyes, at their highnes will x pleaſure, and further to incurre ſuch paines 
penalties and foꝛfeytures, as be in ſuche caſe by the lawes and itatutes of this Realme appoynted and 
pꝛouyded. And to thintent, that ſuch as would go aboute to ſearche and linde out anye of the offences 
aloꝛeſayd, may be the better incoꝛaged to do the ſame, their Maieſties will and pleaſure is, that who⸗ 
ſocuer ſhall fynde out and dyſcloſc any of the ſayd offences, oꝛ ſhall make ſeaſoure of any ſuch monye, or 
coygne, bought ſolde, 02 molten, contrary to the tenoꝛ ofthys pꝛoclamation, oꝛ the lawes oꝛ ſtatutes of 
thys Realme, in that caſe made and pꝛouyded, and the ſame ſhall lawfully and duclye pꝛouc, ſhall haue 
the hole penaltye and koꝛkeyture of cucry luch offence, geuen aſſigned oz lymited, by anye the lawes, o2 
ſtatutes aforcſayd, whych lhould oꝛ ought to accrue to their Maieſties. Pꝛouyded that it ſhalbe lawe⸗ 
full to anye perſon, to ſell the toignes ofthis Realme, oz anye other coigne into anye ofthe kynges and 
Quenes Maieſties myntes, vpon ſuch pꝛyſes as their Maieſties there doo geue, Ind thoffycers there 
inay buy the ſame, ſoo to melte and coygne them to their hyghnes vſe, any thyng inthis pꝛeſente Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation notwithſtandyng. And mozcoucr their Maieſties, do ſtrayghtly charge and commaund al 
and ſynguler their Juſtyces of peace, Mapiois, Sherpffes, Baylyffes, Conſtables and all other their 
hyghnes offycers,and mynyſters, to put af well thys pꝛoclamation, as all ſuch good actes, and ſtatutes 
in execution, as heretokoꝛe haue ben made touchyng the buying and ſelling, and meltyng ofthe kynges 
and Quenes Maieſties coygne,of thys ieatme.
